Last evening a very enjoyable affair took 
place at the residence of Shavano, on Yaller- 
dog avenue, corner of Cayote street. Yes- 
terday being the tenth anniversary of the 
nuptials of Mr. and Mrs. Shavano, invitations 
were given to ail the bon ton Utes on the res- 
ervation to be present at the tin wedding.

At an early hour the palatial wigwam was 
ablaze with government candles, and candel- 
abra made torepresent antique Oyster cans 
filled with hot lard and lighted by means of a 
cotton rag ofthe time of Henry VIII. So 
perfect was the imitation that the eve was 
deceived at once by the rustic device. 
Ranged about the spacious tepee were set- 
tees, consisting of quaint buffalo robes artis- 
tically decorated in the rudeart of the Indian, 
with buckskin fringe and Michael Angelo 
fleas. Here and there uponthe walls might 
be seen aboriginal sketches of Moses in the 
bullrusbes and oil paintings taken from peach 
cans of the time of Queen Anne. Costly tap- 
estries of Oriental cobwebs and smoke tanned 
frescoes, With here aad there a dash of color 
laid on with a master hand and done in oil and 
axle grease, were everywhere seen. 

In the full blaze of the resplendent cande- 
labraand the fragrance from the tropical 
ham which shed its soft, seductive odor upon 
the ravishing senses, the scene seemed like a 
vision of loveliness tuken trom some fairy tale.

Mexican Land Titles.

There is a Mexican law, passed July 2), 
I865,and never rescinded, prohibiting citi- 
vens, native or naturalized, of the nations 
bordering on the republic from ever acquir- 
ing by any title whatever vacant or public 
lands in any of the border States of Sonora, 
Chibuahua, New Leon, Coahuila, Tamauli- 
yas or Lower California. The letter of this 
aw, a writer says, applies only to vacant or 
jublie lands, and notto farms or property, 
but its declared purpose being to protect the 
frontier from schemes of annexation or con- 
quest, and its plain intent being to prevent 
Ame rican settlement inthe border States. the 
legality of any transfers whatever of real 
estate to Americans is questionable, being in 
the nature of atransaction contrary to the 
declared public policy ;jand could we exchange 
pees with Mexico our courts would proba- 

ly so regard such transfers. 


A DANCING PROCESSION. 


Strange Perpetuation of St. Vitus’ 
Dance in Germany. 
Berlin Correspondence London Te'egraph. 
Not far from these places of rendezvous for 
all nations of the civilized world a spectacie 
‘bas been attracting the curiosity of thousands 
which leads us back te the depths of the 
Middle Ages, although it is repeated P wed by 
year. I am speaking of the village of Echter- 
nach and its far famed dancing procession. 
From 15,000 to 20,000 pilgrims—I could not 
obtain more accurate information about the 
numberse—assemble on some meadows within 
the Prussian territory but close to the confines 
of the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg. The 
inhabitants of different villages, men and 
women apart, collect behiad their clergyman 
and a band of musicians is placed in front. 
As the clockstrikes 5 on Tuesday morning 
in Whitsuntide a priest walks up the steps of 
a rude wooden pulpit and therce addresses 
the multitude, then already swollen to an in- 
credible extcnt by sight-seers, who come by 
special trains and every imaginable vehicle to 
be presnet at the performances. 
e community which happens to be near- 
est the road stands forth, preceded by their 
priest, who, however, does not dance. Two 
men or two women hop away first two steps 
in advance, and then one backward, the band 
playing a most monotonous tune. “Abraham 
me | seven sons, seven sons; seven sons had 
Abraham,’ arethe words to this terrible mel- 
ody, Which each successive set, as they join 
the procession, take up with increasing vigor. 
Hour after hour passes away before the Jast 
people have started on their miles of way to 
the foot of the Church of St. Willc rod, whence 
they go up fifty steps, round and round the 
altar, and finally descend tbe fifty steps. 
Nothing can exceed the excitement and ex- 
haustion among the duncers, old and young. 
Great are the numbers of those who, in spite 
of an occasional draught of water offered by 
charitable bystanders, sink down on the grass 
or on the dusty road not to rise for hours. 
The question is naturally asked: What docs 
allthis mean? The answer is: It is intended 
to perpetuate the remembrance of a frightful 
epidemic of St. Vitus’ Dance, which carried 
off hundreds of victims in the neighborhood 
referred to some time during the fifteenth 
century; to offer up prayers and vows to the 
patron saint; to recognize a miraculous ces- 
sation of the epidemic, and itis a fulfillment 
of vows then that, in gratitude, there should 
be vearly dances performed—two hops for- 
ward and one backward, as closely resemb- 
ling the visitation from which Heaven bad 
delivered them as rbythm und good taste 
would allow. 
During the French occupation in 1793: the 
rocession was forbidden, but the easy-going 
utch Government of Luxembourg have al- 
lowed it to be revived. To judge from what 
could be seen this year of the drunkenness 
and debauchery in the numberless public 
houses frequented by the pilgrims after their 
long fasting and exertion, 1 am inclined to 
think it would have been better to have con- 
tinued the prohibition. 


Another Fool Pedestrian. 
From the New York Sun. 

Wim. Gale, who is attempting to walk 6,000 
quarter miles in 6,000 consecutive periods of 
ten minutes each, completed his eleventh day 
last night. At first the outlook for a success- 
ful enterprise in a meney point of view was 
very slim. Heis walking in the rearofa 
beer garden at Lighty-seventh street an: 
Madison avenue, in a neighborhood sparsely 
populated. For the first few days the roughs 
seemed likely to monopolize and break up 
the walk. The police were but little exer- 
cised, because the duty of protecting the 
pedestrian devolved upon the et roaang of 
the saloon. Two days ago, however, the 
part ofthe garden containing the track was 
partitioned off from the rest of the grounds, 
and the captain of the precinct now supplies 
a force sufiicient to keep order. 
Regardless of all surroundings Gale keeps 
at his work. He has the ideal build of a pe- 
destrian. He is short, well built, and lean 
as a greyhound. Below the chin he looks 
like Weston. His legs are planted like those 
of a table—wide apart. Having thirty years 
of pedestrianism behind him, he acts, walks 
and looks like a machine. He talks like a 
Cockney. To the few people that come to see 
him he has declared himself certain of great 
popularity toward the end of his walk. He 
shows some of his visitors a tremendous belt 
of sealkin with heavy tablets of silver riveted 
thereupon, that Sir John Astley gave him in 
the name of the ‘‘nobility and gentry of 
Britain’’ for the successful performance at 
Lillie Bridge and in Agricultural Hall of feats 
similar tothat which he is now attempting. 
The policeman on duty at his tent last night 
hefted the belt and immediately advised Gale 
to send it to a place where it would be safer. 
Gale walksinthe open air on a ‘s-mile 
track, in which his feet have hollowed outa 
furrow. The pebbles and the hot ground 
have made him limp already. He makes his 
average quarter in two minutes and fifty-five 
seconds. Turning into his tent at the end of 
each quarter mile he 1s received by his at- 
tendants, who swing him intoa position on 
his sofa cot, Where he lies on his back with a 
pillow under his head and a roll of bed cloth- 
ing under his knees. His attendant says that 
he hasn’t actually slept more than thirty 
minutes in the lastten-days. When it rains an 
attendant shields him with an umbrella. | 
Gale has dreams of wealth. He ranks in 
the first class of English pedestrians, and was 
a famous walker when Rowell was running 
onatow path. He was invited to come here 
before Rowell achieved his yreat success, 
but herefused. He hopes nowto make his 
own success equally as great, but says that 
experience hastaught him to expect but 
little notice during the first month of a six 
week’s walk.

He was a 
bachelor, and about 70 years old when he 
died. His estate is valued at $5,000,000, and it 
is believed thatbe never made awill. He 
was eccentric, and some of his acquaiatances 
say that he seemedto think he was neyer 
going to die. He lived ina large one-story 
house, built of grav stone, which stands at 
the corner of Camp and Washington streets, 
and occupies a whole block. 

Mr. Burnside was a great picture buyer, 
and had the largestif not the finest private 
collection of paintings in New Orleans. 
Once a yearjregularly he threw the gallery 
open to the public, and once a year he in- 
vited all his friends toa party at his house. 
He took pleasure in entertaining distinguish- 
ed persons especially foreigners. Ordinarily, 
however, heand hfs servants were the only 
occupants of the house. Itis said that he 
was disappointed in love when young. Some 
of his fellow citizens thought him miserly 
hecause he declined to contribute to every 
charitable object that Was presented to him, 
hut he once gave a solid half million to the 
State of Louisiana, to be devoted to. charit- 
uble purposes as the State might direct. 

Now that Mr. Burnside is dead his fortune 
of $5,000,600 is awaiting his beirs at law. The 
next of kin appears to be Jean Burnside, 
now the wife of the Rev. Charles Carr of 
Buffalo, and mother of Miss Jean Burnside 
(Carr), the actress who reeentlv appeared at 
the Madison Square Theatre. Mrs. Carrisa 
first cousin of the late Mr. Burnside. Shehas 
tbree children—George Carr and Laura B. 
Carr of Buffalo and Jean Burnside Carr. 
There is another family of Burnsiaes in this 
city who claim relationship. Gen. Burnside 
is also said to belong to the same family. 

A reporter called upon Miss Jean Burnside 
vesterday. She had heard the news but did 
not seem to be in the least dazed by ber pros- 
pective wealth. @ She said that she had met 
Mr. Burnside only once. That was at his 
house in New Orleans. He had been extreme- 
ly courteous to her, as he wus to everybody 
who visited him.

HAPPY MR. GUITEAU. 


How the Would-Be Murderer Passes His 
Time in Jail. 
Washington Special to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Gen. J.S8. Crocker, Warden of the Jail in 
which Guiteau is confined, was visited by a 
representative of the Enquirer to-day with a 
view to learning additional facts relative to 
the prisoner’s actions since his confinement. 
The General was ready ond willing to couverse 
about his charge, and his story in substance 
wis thatifor two or three days after his arrest 
the prisoner was very restless, but lately had 
quieted down and was now regarded as one 
ofthe most unconcerned prisoners in the 
jail. In reply toa question as to the move- 
ments of the p.sisoner during the dav 
Gereral Crocker said: He usually rises about 
6 o’clock in the morning, and occupies tho 
time till breakfast is served in clearing up his 
cell. -At § o’clock his breakfast is served, and 
he sbows 2 good appetite and digestion, al- 
ways returning his plates empty. Between 
brexkfast and dinner he spends his time loli- 
ing on the cot, reading» Bibie. He says he 
intends toread the biblein sections, com- 
mepcivg at Genesis. This is the only reading 
matter at his disposs!, as the use of newspua- 
pers is positively prohibited. 

For the first three days of his confinement 
he frequently inquired of the guards for news 
of the President’s condition. They had, how- 
ever, been instructed notto give any infor- 
Inztion on this subject, and Guiteau bas not 
ushed any for the past four days. After din- 
ner Guiteau walks around the cell for exer- 
cise, but quickly returns toa perusal of the 
Bible. He says ic diverts his mind from what 
has eceurred, and gives him relief. He was 
asked on one occ asion how he pronounced 
Lis name, and replied ‘fas though it was 
spelled ‘Geto.’ ” 

The prisoner is confined ina cell eight feet 
long, five feet wide andten feet high. It 
looks out. upon « conidor eighteen feet wide, 
and bas one window eighteen inches wide 
and four feet high. Five bars run perpen- 
dicularly, and are crossed by three parallel 


, bars, making the opening between each space 


The cell was last 
executed lust 
November, and before bim by Perey 
Brown, a grave robber and blackmuiler, 
who is new serving a term for 
the latter effense. Brown took pains 
to deeorate his eell with pietures cut from 
iilustrated papers, and four of these clip- 
pings are the only decorations of the bare 
stone walls. Thev are just above the cot on 
which the prisoner sleeps, and are as fol- 
lows: At the top of the cell cuts of Washing- 
ton and his wife; underneath is a large-sized 
pieture of President Garfield, and beneath 
this is a cartoon from Puck, lepresenting the 
President in the act of placing his Cabinetin 
atally-hocoach. The fourth and last picture 
is also from Puck, andis entitled ‘‘English 
Lords and American Loons.’”’ On the cot is 
a straw mattress, two blankets and a pillow. 
No sheets are allowed. Every prisoner is 
required to tidy up his cell as soon as he gets 
up, and Guiteau is generally one of the first 
at work. 


Guiteau is not allowed to come out of his 
cell, except to meet officers of the Govern- 
ment, and even then the interviews are car- 
ried on in the private office of the warden. 
This afternoon he requested leave to take a 
bath, and was taken down to the bath-room 
in charge of Captain Coleman, one of the 
guards. The latter stated that the prisoner 
stripped well, and characterized him as a big 
littie man, very compactly built, especialiv 
across the chest. The prisoner enjoyed the 
bath very much, and after being put in his 
cell again said: “I am going to banish the 
President and politics from mv mind now, 
and read my Bible.” 

Guiteau has discarded all his clothing except 
a shirt and pair of pantaloons, and goes about 
his cell barefooted and bareheaded. His 
underclothing was taken from him after the 
bath,.and he was supplied with a new outtit 
from the prison supply. Lis cell 1s so situat- 
edthatthe guardon duty on the first floor 
can see every movement ofthe occupant. The 
prisoner has only complained of feeling un- 
well once since his incarceration. He was 
examined by Dr. Noble Young, the jail phy- 
sician, Who found that he wasslightly cos- 
tive, and gave him the proper remedy. 

A. week has elapsed since Guiteau’s arrest, 
and he has apparently determined to make 
the best of the situation. He does not look so 
wild about the eyes, but his face appears a 
trifle sallow. The only persons who have 
seen the prisoner thus far have been District 
Attorney Corkhill and other Government ofti- 
cials, the photographer who took his picture 
Monday, and his brother-in-law, George Sco- 
ville, of Chicago.

BURGLAR AND PREACHER. 


ATerrible Midnight Attack on a Man 
f Peace. 

From the Minneapolis (Minn.) Tribune, July 3. 

Probably the most peculiar burgiary in the 
ctiminal history of the country occurred 
obortly before midnight Friday in the peace- 
ful home of Benjamin F. Sbuart, assistant 
pastor of Piymouth Church,on the bluff west 
of Thomas Lowry’s residence. Mr. Sbuart 
was sleeping ina room onthe east side of 
tbe house, and at 11:30 o’clock was awakened 
by a.crash of glass in the dining room, and 
was farther startled bv hearing a volley of 
oaths of the most shocking character. At 
first he imagined some drunken man had en- 
tered the house and so informed his startled 
wife, but this theory was soon dispeiled when 
a swaggering forin entered trom the 
dining room und a strange voice 
velled out, “Pm a burglar and 
I want money.” By thistime the position 
of the intruder was delined, and the peaceful 
clergyman picked upa heavy old fashioned 
chair and bangedaway atthe burglar with 
good effect. The two men clinched, and then 
followed a band to hand combat. Around 
the room, hugging the wall, went the two 
wen, and at last settled near a wiudow in the 
sitting reom, when Mr. Shuart called to his 
wife for help. She grasped a five pound 
Indian elub und made torthe combatants, 
dealing two heavy blows, but unfortunately 
they fell on the head of the preacher, instead 
of that of the burglar, and sbe was compelled 
to desist. All was dark as pitch, andthe un- 
even battle contimued. Finally the burglar 
vot the preaeher in a corner and kept bing- 
ing away with a puir of brass 
kruekles until the preacher was compelled to 
ask forquarter. Fhe burglar then let up 0a 
bis vietim, pulled a match, and made a light 
in the student’s lamp on the table in the sit- 
ting reom,and proceeded to ransack things. 
Meunwhile Mrs. Shuart went out in the yard 
and vainly ealled fer help. At this moment 
the bired yzirl came Gown stairs, and the 
burglar, unsuceessiulin his hunt for nooty, 
started to heave the house, voing off with 
muttered curses. Twice during the bunt for 
valuables the burglar’s baek was turned, and 
Mr. Shuart,armed with a small poeket-knife, 
was about to use it, but didn’t. And so the 
burglar departed unmolested and without 
anything to show for his exploit save a 
bloody head. Mr. Shuart tore off 
the burglar’s mask duriig the struggle, 
and is positive be can recognize the man again. 
A Tribune reporter called at the house yester- 
day, and a sight met his eyes never to be for- 
gotten. ©n three sides of the sitting room the 
wells and doors and the floor were spattered 
thickly with blood, showing plainly thata ter- 
rible strubgle must havetaken place. Mr. 
Shuartis badlv hurt about the bead, his left 
eye is cut terribly, and he presents a sorry ap- 
pearance indeed. He says the burglar evinced 
no fear, and from the start was noisy and care- 
less. It will be several weeks before the rev- 
erend gentleman will be presentable for pul- 
pit duty. Mrs. Shuart is suffering from nerv- 
ousness and a kick received from the burglar 
on her left side. Could he be found to-day, 
that burglar would no doubt be free to con- 
fess bis surprise at the warm reception he re- 
ceived from a messenger of peace. 


Killed by a Six-Year-Old Boy.

John Goshen, a New Mexico desperado, 
who boasted that he had murdered ten men, 
was killed by the six-vear-old sonof one 
Hallowell, near Santa Fe, the other day.

When he re- 
turned he brought a shotgun, and Goshen 
received 2 load of buckshot before he could 
mount his horse.

of $1,000,000 by way of experiment, tre said 
suum to be placed at Plum Point, near Lake 
Providence. As for Plum Point, itis true 
that once on an average of about two years, 
for a short time, generally in seasons of ice, 
it will get down to four and four and a half 
feet, and atother times, for probable two 
months, six or seven feet, and then at times, 
when business isnot overly brisk,and at these 
times there are always licht-draught boats 
enough to do all the business that offers, and 
1 venture to say that the only effect 
that the expenaiture of a half 
million dollars will have at this place will 
be that their jetties or dvkes will simply 
serve as an obstruction. and for the time be- 
ing transfer the shoal water further down 
the river, and before many years it will take 
a very good engineer to find the dykes or jet- 
ties, ior they will likely be along way from 
the channel; may be some one will be raising 
corn over them. Now, as for the river in the 
neighborhood of Lake Providence, all agree 
thet navigation in the night hereis difficult, 
but it rarely is the case that there is lessthan 
nine feetin any of the crossings here, but it 
could be buoyed and lighted at smallexpense, 
apd all the difficulties would be overcome, 
and present indications are very favorable 
that nature will come to the rescue and turn 
the channel down the bend, making a good 
deep ¢ _— thereby beating somebody out 
of a job.

AN ILLINOIS MUDDLE. 

Our official friends over in Lilinois areina 
sad muddle over their fall elections—the 
question standing literally, whether they are 
“to be or not to be.’’ The Assembly of 1879 
adopted a resoiution submitting to the people 
at their last election an amendment to their 
Constitution, providing for the election of 
County Judges, County Clerks, Sheriffs and 
Treasurers in November of 1882, to hold each 
for a term of four years, and the last two to be 
ineligible for re-election for four years after 
the expiration of their respective terms. This 
measure was voted on and carried at the 
last general election. Now, under the former 
law, the terms of the above named officers 
expire in December of this year. ‘“*The new 
law repealing the old, framed on the consti- 
tutional amendment referred to, goes Into 
effect in the present month. Therefore, un- 
der the old law, noelection canbe held.’’ 
Thus say the present incumbents, who in 
that event hold over until the fall of 1882. 
Attorney General MCCARTNEY has filed and 
distributed an elaborate opinion to the effect 
that the new lawin reality goes into effect in 
1es2, when an election is held underit, and 
until then the old law must goyern; that any 
provision in the new lawto the contrary 
would be unconstitutional as extending the 
terms of office which is forbidden by our 
charter; ergo, an election must be held in 1881 
at the expiration of the present terms. 
The State Journal and MYRA BRADWELL’S 
Legal Newstake the view of the present of- 
ficials that they hold over until their suc- 
cessors ure elected and qualified. The clerks 
say they will give no notice of un -election, 
therefore none can be beld, and if an attempt 
ismade to mandamus them thatthe “laws 


delay’? will protect them at 
least long enough to reduce’ the 
unexpired time to less than one 


year,in which case the Governor could ap- 
pointthe Judge and the Board of County 
Commissioners the county officers, and gof 
course the experienced ofticials would be re- 
tained for short a time. The 
Attorney General retorts that the 
time being fixed by law for the holding 
ofthe election no notice is necessary, and 
that a half-dozen citizens meeting on that day 
and casting their ballots for an official would 
entitle their candidate to the office. The end 
is not yet, but the dilemma is an apt illustra- 
tion of the lodse mannerin which legislation 
is usually accomplished when it gets beyona 
an appropriation. In this oré@ ugflortunate 
amendment the County Surveyor was omitted, 
He is, therefore, no longer a constitutional 
oificer, yet Was inserted in the list as usual in 
the late act as if he had never been disturbed. 
The people voted in this amendment to de- 
clare the Sheriff and Treasurer ineligible to a 
second consecutive term. Yet the brilliant 
Assembly, in its amended act, declares the 
Treasurer ineligible and ignores the restric- 
tion as regards the Sheriff. A called session 
might get the matter adjusted.

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WE are now in the midst of the torrid sea- 
son. Yesterday was the hottest day that st. 
Louis has known since 1836, and yet the 
effects of the caloric were by no means so 
greatas inthe memorable summer of 187s. 
The whole country is stewing under a hot 
wave andthe probabilities are that we will 
bave no marked relief for a week. While 
the heated term continues people can not 
exercise too mtich care in the matter of 
diet. Food should be eaten intelligently and 
ice Water should be indulged in with moder- 
ation. The habit that some people have of 
filling themselves with lemonade and cold 
drinks is very pernicious. They have an idea 
that they are reducing the temperature when 
they are simply increasing their discomfort 
and injuring their stomachs. Above all, 
avoid stimulants. A little dashof wine in 
the iced water or an occasional glass of pure 
beer might not be injurious, but whisky and 


brandy should be avoided as rank poisons. | 


It will be observed that the first victims 
of the sun are always the whisky 
soaks. Old Sol loves ashining mark—the 
shining markinthis case being ared nose 
begotten by prolonged potations.

So far as theaters are concerned the Civil 
Rights Bill has been held to be inoperative. 
Colored people have no rights at theaters that 
white people donot possess. They stand on 
the same footing. A theater is not a neces- 
sity and the manager can exclude whoever he 
pleases, white or black. He can sell his tick- 
ets to suit himself and those who are 
not satisfied can withdraw their patronage. 
With hotels it is different. They are necess- 
ities, and the law of common carriers, as well 
asthe Civil Rights Bill, forbids discrimina- 
tion. A colored man is entitled to entertain- 
ment at any hotel provided he is able to pay 
forit, and provided all the rooms in the 
house are not engaged. It not infrequently 
happens that when a colored man registers at 
a first-class hotel he finds all the available 
space inthe house taken up. Under such 
circumstances he can amuse himself by 
bringing a suit for damages, but about the 
best thing he can do, when he finds that his 
patronage is not wanted, is to step around 
the corner and bang up with some gentle- 
men of his ownrace who is in the hotel busi- 
ness. There is still some color prejudice in 
the. land. It is wearing out steadily but 
colored people can not hasten the process by 
crowding themselves.

‘CALORIC CALAMITIES. 


Twenty-Two Deaths From _ the 
Heat Since Saturday. 


Cases of Prostration From Over- 
Heating. 


The Mercury 94 To-Day and 104 
Yesterday. 


Close and Oppressive Atmosphere This 
Morning—Slight Rainfall— 
Heat Topics. 


The tenth day of the hot spell is worthy to 
be ranked with its predecessors. At6a. m. 
to-day the Signal Service thermome- 
ter registered 86°, at 10 a. m. 93.5°. 
Up to noon it had continued to climb sky- 
ward and although the record was a degree be- 
hind that of yesterday,yet the day gave prom- 
ise of being more deadly than any of the pre- 


vious. The chief reason why 
the present hot _ spell has  pro- 
duced so few deaths comparatively 


is that the atmosphere has been clear and 
free from moisture. The sunstroke period 
of 1879 was not near as hot as the past week 
has been, yet the number of deaths 
ran away up in the hundreds and 
men. women and children were stricken 
down on every corner. The highest tem- 
perature during the hot spell of July, 1879, 
was reached on the eleventh day of that 
month, and was only 100°, according to the 
records of the United States Signal Service. 
The maximum on Friday, Saturday and yes- 


terday ran away over this point, and the av- 
eruge temperature for 24 hours on either of 
the days mentioned was also largely in ex- 
cess of 1879. It will be seen then 
that much of the venom has _ been 
taken out of this scorcher by the lack of hu- 
midity in the atmosphere which makes hot 
spells so daugerous. This morning began 
intensely hot and with a a of of 26— 
just what the record was on July 11, 187%. 
The probability of course was that the 
sume scenes would be repeated ana general 
preparations were made. 

At the Dispensary the cots, ice caps and 
blocks of ice and tubs of iced water were 
brought into thecorridor, and all preparation 
was made. The happenings justified the 
pene Se Before 10 a. m., two men were 
yrought in and soon the three cots were filled 
with victims of sun stroke. 

At all the stations the police were report- 
ing cases of overheating and sun stroke with 
great rapidity. Down town pedestrians drag- 
ged themselves along, stopping at every cor- 
ner to catch a faint breeze that might happen 
to blow, anc universally agreeing that this 
was the hottest day of the season. 

But little business was transacted in any of 
the stores, and the ladies have altogether 
abandoned shopping. The street car horses 
dragged slong with drooping heads, some of 
them scarcely able to gfawl. On many of the 
roads time was disregarded, and on none of 
they wags the usualtime madein all cases. 

Teaming and hauling was generally dis- 
continued and horses were fagging 6dutin 
every direction. Towards 11 a. m., the 
weather began to moderate, and the sovth- 
ern sky clowded heavily. The wind bal 
whecled around early in the Morning and 
was blowing from the north and northeast. 

Sergeant Weber at the Signal Station sild 
that this was only a local wind and was caus- 
ed by northern rains which fell this mornin 
in the neighborhood of LaCrosse, Keokuk 
and other points. At 11:20 a miniature thun- 
derstorm burst on the town and 
a emall amount of rain fell. 
The effect was invigorating. The thermom- 
eter fell a couple of degrees, and the cooling 
off was very perceptible. Everybody indulged 
in a jollification, misled by the thought that 
the hot spell was broken and that cooler days 
were in store. : 

Sergeant Weber, however. says that this is 
a mistake, and that there is no such good for- 
tune in store. The shower soon quit, as he 
predicted, and the weather again 
crew intensely oppressive. The _ ser- 
veant says that more local rain will 
occur before nightfall and that the effect will 
be a slight cooling off to-night, but that there 
are no indications that the ‘‘bake’” is over, 
and that sweltering weather will continue for 
a couple of days at least. 

The present hot spell is the most intense in 
the climatological history of the city. Yes- 
terday was the hottest day in the reeords of 
the Signal Station at this point and has only 
two or three peers in the last forty years. 
The average temperature during the hot sea- 
son equals any on record. 

The year 1854 is remembered by old inhab 
itants as a scorcher. The maximum for June 
of that year Was 100°,for July 103° and for 
August 108°, the latter the highest tigure 
recorded in the history of St. Lonis. The 
minimum temperature was, however, much 
a and the average much below the pres- 
ent. 

The maximum for the hot summer of 1841 
was 100°, recorded in July. In43850 July’s 
moximum was 102°,and that of August 
104°. The year 1854 still ranks as the longest, 
anu dreariest scorcher on record. The maxi- 
mum for June was 103°, July 107°, August 
106° and September 102°. 

Other later hot terms are better remember- 
eG, notably those of 1866, 1870,ete.In the great- 
er part of the United States there is a regular 
curve of differences jin the successive months. 
January is always the coldest and hot weath- 
er generaliy or to appear in May. 
June is generally? to9 deg. warmer than 
May, July4to 6 deg. warmer than June, 
August I to 3 deg. lessthan July, and Sep- 
tember 5toS8deg. less than August. Ae- 
corcing to Vennor, this curve of differences 
will be repeated by August during the 
present season, but is he 
maintains that July will be terribiy warm all 
through, afalloffrom1° to3° will not be 
productive of much good.

Au- 
dran has seized upon this legend of his natal 
province as the theme for his opera and 
the plot, which has already been narrated in 
the PostT-DisPATCH,is worked out with much 
skill and humor. While *“‘Olivette’’ is more 
of the Offenbachian school of music with its 
effervescing, rollicking melodies. ‘*‘La Mas- 
cotte”’ is far less bouffante.

The Mamie Jones habeas corpus case was

THE MANLEY DIVOGECE. 


| Alimony Fixed by the Court—A De- 


cision Affecting the Children. 

‘Judge ‘Thaver rendered a decision to-day 
in the matter of alimony and touching the 
‘eustody of the children in the divorce case of 
James against Nora Manley. The Court 
says: **Mrs. Manley’s motion for alimony 
will be sustained. She will be allow- 
ed the sum of 5 00, payable 
on or prior to July 20, wo retain counsel for 
her defense. She will also be allowed the 
sum of #40 per month alimony, payable on 
the third Monday of each month. **Touching 
the custody of the two little children the 
Court has determined notto hear testimony 
at present. Both Mr. and Mrs. Man- 
ley make grave charges against 
each other, and to determine 
with any certainty whieh party is most fit to 
have the custody of the children pending the 
divorce action would involve a trial of all 
the allegationsin the bill and cross-bill. It 
seems a very reasonable request, considering 
the tender years of the children, that the 
mother should have the privilege of 
visting them pending this litiga- 
tion. But it appears that the children 
have been removed beyond the jurisdiction of 
this Court and considering the conduct of 
the father, the Court must conclude that it 
was in part his intention to place them bevond 
the reach of the mother and the legal process 
of this Court. The Court having jurisdic- 
tion over the person of the plaintiff should 
require ‘bim to bring the children back 
within the reach of process. In divorce 
proceedings itis usualto make all proper 
and necessary orders touching the care and 
custody of minor children, and it is proper 
that the ‘Court shouldtake the necessary 
steps even at thisearly stageto see that its 
jurisdiction is not defeated. An order will 
accordingly be entered requiring the hi sband 
to bring the two minor children back to this 
city. As the children are now in 
Northern Illinois. and as it may conduce to 
their health and comfort to remain out of the 
city dnring the heated term the husband wil] 
not be .required to bring them back before 
September 1. Inthe meantime Mrs. Manley 
will be permitted to visit and see the children 
as often as-she may desire, and an order will 
be entered requiring the husband to permit 
Mrs. Manley to visit the children,

INFANT MORTALITY. 

One Hundred aad Forty-Four Children 
Died Last Week. 

The infant mortality in St. Louis has 
reached afizgure which will naturally carry 
alarm with it to every family 
in the town. Over fifty-eight per 
cent] of all the deaths reported 
are under five years of age,and the ravages of 
al] the diseases to which infantile flesh is 
heir® have been more than usually severe. 
The health report for the week ending July 
9, shows that altogether 25) 
persons have dicd, of whom one hundred and 
forty-four were under five years. The total 
death list is 37.08 to the thousand of popula- 
tion, « tearful rate, and one which 
St. Louis has not’ experienced  be- 
fore. Last week the total deaths were two 
hundred and thirty-eight, and the week of 
1880 ending nearestto July %totted up only 
169 deaths in all the week and this year al- 
most a hundred more than it. 

The children are dying from three causes, 
bad food, insufficient food and the intense 
heat. All of them acting together are enough 
to produce a great deal of sickness. The 
markets are full of green 
fruits at the present time 
and these are eaten ravenously 
by the children, who pay in diarrheal dis- 
eases for their temerity. To this cause 
primarily may be assigned sixty-six of the 144 
deaths of children. The swill-milk from the 
pest-breeding dairies is another important 
factor, and to its poisonous venom may be 
attributed the great majority of the remain- 
ing deaths. To understand how the heat has 
wilted the energy out of the people one needs 
but to turn to the mortuary return for the
